WILSON DISPLAYS HIMSELF 
AS AMERICAN STANDARD. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIME 


EW YORK, Sept. 4.—Prof. Wil- 
Neo spoke for the first time tonight 
in New York City as the Demo- 
cratic nominee for the Presidency. His 
first political address in the Metrop- 
olis was delivered at the dollar ein- 
ner of the Woodrow Wilson’s Work- 
ingmen’s League. 
Before going to dinner he met two- 
score editors of foreign language 
newspapers at the National Arts 
Club, and talked immigration to them. 
“If we can hit upon a standard 
which admits every voluntary immi- 
grant,” he said, “and excludes those 
who have not come of their own voli- 
tion with their own purpose of mak- 
ing a home and a career for them- 
selves, but have been induced by 
steamship companies or others to 
come, in order to pay the 
money, then we will have what we will 
all agree upon as Americans. For 
I am not speaking to you in a for- 
eign country. I am speaking to you 
as also Americans, with myself and 
just as much American as myself, and 
if we all take the Americans’ point of 
view, namely: That we want Amert- 
can life kept to its standards and 
that the only standards of American 
life shall be the standards of restric- 
tion, then we are all upon a common 
ground, not ot those who criticise im- 
migration but of those who declare 
themselves Americans. 
“I am not saying that I am wise 


ideal and that is what we ought té 
hold ourselves to. 

“Now, strange as it may seem to 
some gentlemen who have criticised 
me, the only blunder I have made, 
the only practical blu r Il have 
made in my interest in a liberal policy 
with regard to immigration, is that. 
I got tnto the wrong society to en- 
courage it. So that it was an indis-. 
cretion of judgment and not an in- 
discretion of purpose, for my interest. 


| in immigration is to see that the im- 


migrant is properly informed, is) 
properly safeguarded against fmposi- 
tion of every kind, whether by gov- 
ernment or anybody else, and is di- 
rected to the place where he can at- 
tain the objects he has come for with | 
the greatest advantage to himiself., 
That, to my mind, is the solution of 
the immigration question.

Sore time ago the Salt Lake made 
a proposifion to construct its own 
tracks, but when the verbal agree- 
ment was reduced to writing it was 
found that the rafiroad, it is alleged, 
Was given the right to construct and 
maintain six spur tracks to the harbor 
instead of the two agreed upon, prac- 
tically tying up that part of the city 
and approaches to the wharf for five 
years. 

A joker was also found in an inno- 
cent looking section which provided 
that the city desiring to purchase the 
tracks should pay the actual cost and 
maintenance of the road for the time 
it had been in use, giving the rail 
road a double revenue. Another sec- 
tion provided that the franchise was 
revocable only on those spurs not con- 
structed within the five years. 

The acceptance of this contract 
would have allowed the Salt Lake to 
set its own switching charges and 
handle only freight it desired. The 
Board of Public Works say the con- 
tract was so at variarice with the 
verbal agreement that all negotiations 
were broken off. 

Under the new arrangement the 
Pacitic Electric builds the connections 
for the city at actual cost and its

DRINK POTATO ALCOHOD. 


German Scteutists Have Helped the 


Farmers to Manufacture Over Three 
Hundred Million Quarts of Spirits. 


[New York Times:! In Germany 
they are getting potato spirits down 


to such a point that they are drink- 


ing it, according to Dr. George Foth, 
who has come,over as a delegate to 
the International Congress of Applied 
Chemistry, which is to assemble soon 
in Washington. Dr. Foth comes from 
the Institut fur Garungsgewerbe in 
Berlin, which he explained yesferday 
is a part of the Imperial Agricultural 
High School, and which studies and 
experiments with all chemical prob- 
lems inyolved in brewing, distilling, 
the manufacture of starch and 
products made from things grown on 
the farm. So much alcohol is made 
out of potatoes in Germany today, 


ing hard to find new uses for it. 

For one thing they now get rid 
of a lot of it as the basis for liquors 
of different kinds, though, Dr. Foth 
hastened to say, it is never sold for 
whisky. 

»Wo make 80 per cent. of our 
spirits out of potatoes,” said Dr. Foth 
at the Plaza yesterday, “and only 20 
per cents out of corn, rye and molas- 
ses. Of course, the greater por- 
tion of the potato alcohol is 
uged for industrial purposes, such 
as lighting. power and making 
powder. The latest field for it is 
in the nranufacture of artificial rub- 


ber. 

“Of all the spirits made out of p- 
tatoes 95 per cent. is distilled by the 
farmers themselves. some of these 
have individual distilleries with a ca- 


pacity running from 10,000 to 200,-. 


000 quarts. The cost of a plant 
capable of turning out 100,000 quaru 
during the season is about $20,000 
This has resulted in a great many 
small farmers going in and building 


a distillery on_a co-operative basis. 


We give them advice and demon- 


atrations, and if anything goes wrong 


with their distilling our demonstrators 
can be summoned to show what it Is 
and to provide the remedy. About 
230,000,000 quarts of potato spirits 
were distilled in Germany last year. 
The schlempe, or mash, that’s 
left from the potatoes has proved to 
be an excellent food for cattle, Dut 
not for horses. It ts vefy cheap, of 


course, and it makes sows give excel- 


lent milk. I might add that the agri- 
cultural distilleries in Germany are 
not taxed as heavily as the industrial 
distilleries.”

Without a word for the financial loss 
which he frankly stated practically 
ruined him, Fraser announced that 
Los Angeles capital had come to the 
front and guaranteed sufficient funds 
to begin immediately the work of 
erection of a pleasure pier which 
will cost $1,500,000 and which is to 
be rushed to completion during the 
coming winter months. This new 
pier is to be made as nearly fire- 
proof as such a structure can be.

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 


The report of the committee of 
hysicians appointed by a special 
Council Committee on Infantile Pa- 

ysis was made to the Council yesa- 

y by Dr. F. 8. Barnard, chair- 
and Dr. W. J. Jeter. secretary. 

Jt covers the work undertaken by 
he physicians of investigating each 
ase in quarantine. A report will be 
filed later on the cases that have 
‘passed out of quarantine. 
. “Wie find that an epidemic has 
een present in this eity and our in- 
vestigation of thirty-seven cases un- 
der quarantine showed twenty-seven 
cases with definite, undoubted pe- 
ralysis, that ten cases did not shew 
paralysis at the time they were seen,” 
says the report. 

“That the number of cases and 
the dates reported showed a rapid 
end alarming increase up

Under the instructions ef your 
committee N to ascertain the 
extent of the "Gamage or crippling 
done to individuals vy the paralysis, 
the work is of szuen magnitude we 
are not ready to report at this time, 
but it is being pushed as rapidly as 
is consistent with a thorough investi- 
paves. anc the results will be placed 
your hands at the earliest mo- 
ment.” 
Want Time on Garbage. 

The city wants the Board of Super- 
visors to suspend the ceunty garbage 
regulation ordinance for at least 
eighteen months, to give Los Angeles 
time to decide upon plans for the 
proposed garbage disposal plant and 
build it. Resolutions to this effect 
were adopted yesterday by the City

JOHNSON’S HARBOR BOARD. 

The late Dean Richmond, when prest- 
dent of the New York Central Railroad, was 
presented with a letter of introduction. by a 
young man who sought a position as con- 
ductor. “There is no vacancy at present,” 
said Richmond, “and in order to give you 
a place I would be obliged to discharge a 
conductor.” “I should regret that,” replied 
the applicant, “but really I need the place; 
maybe you could make a vacancy.” Hum.“ 
said the railroad magnate, “maybe I could. 
How about your qualifications?” “This let- 
ter,” said the would-be conductor, “vouches 
for them.” “Not altogether,” said Rich- 
mond, “there are some important points not 


pedigreed bulldog, a diamond ring, and a 
keg of old apple brandy?” “Why, no,” said 
the surprised young man, “are they neces- 
sary for a railroad conductor?” “Entirely 
so, was the response. 
conductors are thus provided. It will be 
cheaper for me to keep a conductor who 
has these necessaries of life than to em- 
ploy a new man.” 

It was remarked by the late Tom Piatt, 
when he was the Republican boss in New 
York, that a change from an existing ad-

Johnson is illustrating the remark 
of Senator Platt. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1911—the last year of the old 
Harbor Board in San Francisco—the total 
pay roll was $398,157.45. For the first fis- 
cal year under the Johnson administration 
the total pay roll was $617,275.75. This is 
an increase of $224,118.30, or 57 per cent. 

It does not appear that either the activi- 


tles or the usefulness of the Harbor Board 


have increased. It does appear that the 
opportunities for Johnson to take care of 


increase of $224,118.80 has been the result 
of an increase in the number of employees. 
The old board, which held office for four 
years, did not favor partisan appointments, 
and places were not given to members of 
the Legislature. It has been different with 
the Johnson board. Senator Edward F. 
Bryant, Senator D. J. Beban and Assembly- 
men W. A. McDonald, Frank N. Rodgers 
and V. A. Spragia have been given places 
as wharfingers‘and clerks, and Assembly- 
man W. P. Kennedy acts as sign painter. 
Under the old board there were 3065 men 
on the pay roll. Now there are 679. 
The Republican platform, adopted Sep- 
tember 6, 1910, on which the Governor was 
elected, contained the following plank: 
“The elimination of partisan patronage 
from the administrative department of gov- 
ernment and, in general, the introduction 
of the merit system in the public service.” 
These Senators and Assemblymen on the 
harbor pay roll were instructed by their con- 


| stituents to vote for Spalding for Senator. 


Tom Finn negotiated with the Governor the 
trade by which they were turned over to 
Works. See? 

Formerly the work of repiling and re 
pairing wharves, piers, bulkheads and ferry 
slips was done by contract. But Johnson's. 
board found that, by doing the work not by 
contract, it would only take fifty more pile 
men to do the same work, and that number 
of “friends of the administration” could be 
“taken care of.” 

The promised extensions of the ferry 
building have not been built, but there are 
nine more janitors and there are a lot more 
sweepers and a few more inspectors, who 
‘“danspect” the sweepers and the janitors. 
“Reformer Dinger” has succeeded, by his 


30 out of the public treasury in one year. 

If Gov. Johnson should be elected Vice 
President, the patronage falling to the lot 
of that officer as President of the Senate 
is not great, but by judicious manipulation 
it can be increased, and several California 
“Progressive” patriots can be “taken 
care of.“ 

Then, as Works has declined to join the 
plunderbund, and Perkins is to drop out, 
there will be no Senatorial distributor of 
California patronage, and there is where 
the Governor will “come in,” if he is elected. 

But he might not be elected. 


AUSE OF LIGHT VOTE. 

Various reasons have been assigned as 
the cause of the light vote cast at the pri- 
maries. The real reason doubtless is that 
thousands of voters have not yet deter- 
mined how they will vote in November and 
did not wish, by voting yesterday, to place 
themselves under a moral obligation to sup 
port at the general election the candidate 
for whom they would have voted at the 
primary. 

Many old-time Republicans wait to see 
whether the Lissner larcenists will have 
the power or, having jt, will dare to exer- 
cise it to steal the Republican name and 
organization for Roosevelt. If this fraud 
should be accomplished, and the Taft com- 
mittees should be unable or should deem 
it inexpedient to put an independent Taft 
electoral ticket in the field, thousands of 
Republicans, as a choice of evils, have de- 
termined to follow the example of Senator 
Works, although for different reasons from 
those assigned by him, and vote for Wilson. 

It will be a deplorable condition that com- 
pels life-long Republicans to register their 
protest against the Lissner villainy by vot- 
ing for a Democratic President.

"OLD AND PRICES. 
The phenomenal increase in the pro- 
duction of gold during the past few years 
has been the real cause of the rise in prices 
and the rise in the cost of living. It is an 
axiom that when money is plentiful prices 
advance, when money is scarce prices re- 
cede. Money, whether silver or paper that 
is not redeemable in gold, has only a local 
value. The price of a sack of flour is de- 
creased by the invention of cheaper proc- 
esses for milling the flour. It is increased 
by a large, sudden and disproportionate in- 

crease in the production of gold. 

It is probable that the rise in prices has 
reached its climax, because the production 
of gold will not continue to increase, but 
will henceforth necessarily decrease with a 
diminution of the sources of supply. The 
great increase in gold production is due to 
the discovery of new and more economical 
processes of extraction and not to the dis- 
covery of new mines. The enlarged sup- 
ply of gold comes from the old sources. 
Old dump piles of tailings are made avail- 
able by the cyanide process. Old mines of 
low grade and refractory ores are being 
reopened and utilized. Gold extracted from 
quarts is practically a manufacture, and the 
profluct of the reduction works is cheaper 
or dearer in accordance with the quantity 
produced and the demands of commerce 
for metallic money. | 

Other factors than gold production inftu- 
ence prices of different articles, but gold 
production is a factor that enters into the 
market value of all products, whether of 


factory, of forge, or of farm.

He is noted for his 
disregard for his personal appearance, and 
his shabbiness in his dress has often placed 
him in embarrassing situations.

Egyptian Antiquity Finds. 

According to the new Egyptian law on 
antiquities all antiquities found in Egyptian 
territory will in future belong to the state. 
Dealers in antiquities will have to provide 
themselves with a license from the antiq- 
uity department and every one who dis- 
covers an immovable antiquity will have 
to immediately notify the department of 
the fact. 3 

Finders of movable antiquities will be en- 
titled to receive half the objects discovered 


allowed to excavate without a license from 
the Minister of Public Works and the con- 
sent of the director of the antiquity depart- 
ment. A special authorization from the de 
partment is also necessary where the er- 
port of antiquities is contemplated. 


Reducing Infant Mortality. 


Due largely to the activities of a small 
but earnest band of English men and wom- 
en interested in the conservation of child 
life, infant mortality in the United Kins- 
dom has been reduced in the past six years. 
from the extremely high rate of 145 per 
thousand to 106 per thousand. 

In other words, since the organization of 
the Association for the Prevention of In- 
fant Mortality, the lives of 50,000 babies are 
now being saved yearly, as compared with 
conditions six years ago. In the opinion of 
John Burns, who presided over the recent 
annnal meetings of the association, greater 
progress has been made in Great Britain 
along this line in the past four years than 
in any other country of the world. 

He confidently expects that, under the 
plans of the association for uniting the va- 
rious British societies and agencies con- 
cerned in promoting the health and general 
welfare of children under school age, the 
infant mortality rate will be reduced to at 
least 100 per thousand on the average, and

As to Servetus? Well, that unfortunate 
man chills sympathy for his fearful death 
just a little bit, when we remember what a 
fool he was, among other things. When- 
ever I take the children to the circus to 
see the animals, I am more angry than I 
am thrilled when the lion-tamer enters the 
cage and slashes the king of beasts across 
the face with hia whip. And when, forcing 
the king to open his cavernous mouth to 
its widest extent, he deliberately thrusts 
his head into it, I think, with little partt- 
sanship for either side, what a perfectly 
natural thing it would be should the lion 
be seized with a sudden desire for head- 
cheese in the shell. 


Spanish physician and theologian seems te 
have disagreed, like his own prescriptions, 
maybe, with everybody.

“Servetus offers to come hither, if it be 
agreeable to me. But I am unwilling to 
pledge my word for his safety, for if he 
does come, and my authority be of any 
avail, I shall never suffer him to depart 
alive.” 

And Servetus came on that kind of an 
invitation. Now, if I should write to a 
friend whose cook had joined the I. W. W. “s 
and whose wife had a sick baby and was 
doing her own work, that I would come out 
to take dinner with him next wash day, and 
would probably remain al' night, and my 
friend should reply, bidding me come by 
all means, if I so desired, but adding that 
he” would put poison in the coffee, I would

He came all the way to 
Geneva after narrowly escaping with his 
life at Vienne, France, where he was tried 
for heresy on evidence indirectly supplied 
by Calvin.

Willis N. Mills, special Attorney- 
General in charge of the litigation in- 
volving the recovery of certain oll 
lands in Kern county that have been 
patented to the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company, on the ground that 
they are mineral and not agricultural 
in character, returned yesterday from 
Washington, where he has been en- 
gaged in taking testimony on behalf of 
the government in the action brought 
to invalidate patents to about 3000 
acres in the Elk Hills. 

He brings the information that he 
has been authorized by Atty.-Gen. 
Wickersham to immediately prepare 
another suit against the Southern Pa- 
cific for the recovery of about 2000 
acres of mineral land in Kern county, 
worth approximately $5,000,000. 

The suit will be brought as a result 
of disclosures made by J. B. Tread- 
well, an ofl expert, for many years em- 
ployed by the Southern Pacific. 

It is understood the patent to the 
land to be sued for was issued more 
than six years ago, and ordinarily the 
statute of limitation would run, but it 
will be contended by the government 
that the alleged fraud was not discov- 
ered until recently, and that the stat-

The work of taking testimony in 
the Elk Hills case will be resumed 
in this city before Commissioner 
Longley, and it is the expectation of 
Mills to have all of the government 
case in transcript form by the 156th 
inst. The Southern Pacific will then 
begin its defense, but it is understood 
that the taking of evidence will not 
be begun for some time after the gov- 
ernment shall have concluded.

POLICEMAN ARRESTED. 


One of Force Imported to Keep Or- 
der During the Blaze Is Charged 
with Beating Refugee. 

H. V. Bensdn, a Los Angeles po- 
lice offcer from the Central Station, 
was arraigned yesterday before Jus- 
tice Reeve on a charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon, ovreferred by F. 
Califan, a resident of Ocean Park. His 
examination was set for the 16th 
inst. and he was released on his own 
recognizance. 

The unusual spectacle of a police 
officer under arrest occurred early in 
the afternoon, when Detective Dunit 
of the District Attorney's office es- 
corted Benson to Justice Reeve's 
court.

Daring Officers Make Sixty Miles 
an Hour with Big Load of Dyna- 
mite to Fight Fire.

It was 
a wild ride the officer and chauffeur 
made through Griffith Park to the 
magazine, a mile beyond in a deep 
canyon near the pleasure grounds. 

But it was nothing as compared 
to the ride they made from that point 
to the beach after the car had been 
loaded with seven boxes of the high 
explosive, each weighing fifty pounds, 
and smaller boxes containing the fuse 
and caps.

OVER SIX HUNDRED PARDONS. 

In spite of these revelations, Blease 
ran for Governor two years ago, and 
he won, although he was opposed by 
every newspaper in the State but two 
and the charges against him were 
placarded everywhere, Blease won by 
whooping up the “hill billies” and 
making the wool-hat“ boys believe 
that the aristocrats of South Carolina 
bated him because he was the friend 
of the common people. 

After Blease was inaugurated, 
Governor he started out to punish his 
enemies and reward his friends, and 
also, it is charged, to make the office 
@ source of revenue. At the outset of

pardons on a scale never before known 
in the South. 

More than 400 pardons stand above 
his signature up to date, and he has 
warned the State constituency that he 
will not stop iesuing pardons upon the 
same scale as long as he is Governor. 
It is charged that Blease received 
large sums for many of the pardons 
which he issued. 

In casting about for enemies to pun- 
ish, Blease selected Attorney 1 B. 
Felder of Atlanta, who, had represent- 
ed South Carolina in winding up the 
affairs of the dispensary commission 
and had recovered large sums for the 
State. Felder found the trail of 
Blease in his investigations and had 
charged that the Governor while 
State Senator was hand in glove with 
the liquor grafters. Blease had war- 
ranta sworn out in South Carolina 
against Felder and tried to extradite 
him, but the Governor of Georgia 
refused to honor Blease’s requisition. 
To protect himself Felder hired De- 
tective William J. Burns and told him 
to “get Blease.”’ 

BURNS HELPED HIM. 

The scandals about Blease as Gov- 
ernor became so notorious that the 
Legislature appointed a committee to 
probe the alleged sale of pardons and 
grafting on “blind tigers.” The com- 
mittee heard many witnesses, but did 
not strike much “pay dirt” until it 
went to Augusta, Ga., recently to heat 
the evidence about Gov.

Blease says that he will defeat Jones 
in the primary of August 21, and 
many fear that his prediction will 
prove true. 

Blease’s paramount political prin- 
ciple, according to his own version, 
is to “stand by his friends.” He has 
made that principle of “sticking by 

my friends at any cost” the cry of his 
political campaign. 

A STORMY CAREER. 


Blease from the beginning of his 
career has mixed politics with his 
practice of the law. That is why 
Judge Jones is charging on the stump 
that Blease, elected Governor of 
South Carolina, pardened his old 
client. Wash Hunter, whom, as law- 
yer, he could n acquit of a man- 
slaughter charge. That is why he is 
now being charged with representing 
as State Senator the liquor interests 
in the dispensary graft while his law 
partner, Dominick, openly represent- 


As a South Carolina legislator 
Rlease had a stormy career. He told 
the people frankly that he was not a 
prohibitionist, but he introduced a 
prohib!tion bill and saw it passed aft- 
er the Prohibition element had elect- 
ed him. Then he went over to the 
dispensary system. Judge Jones 
charges that as a member of that 
dispensary purchasing committee his 
whole career was lined with distillery 
graft and that that graft is still going 
on.

AUTOS IN THE YUKON, 


If Made the Width of. Sleds Now 
Used They Would Traverse the 
Whole Valley. 

(Consular Reports:] Automobiles 
of suitable construction could be used 
in this country to advantage if more 
attention were given to the consatruc- 
tion of roads, especially for winter use, 
writes Consul Cole from Dawson. | 

It has been claimed by some that 
the automobile could not be  suc- 
cessfully used in a cold climate like 
this because the gasoline would con- 
geal, but local tests in the last two 
years in all kinds of weather have 
proved that theory incorrect, and 
also that they can be used as suc- 


try, provided slight changes be made 
in the construction of the machine 
and the roads. 

Two years ago a large automobile 
was used successfully during the win- 
ter in Dawson and on suitable coun- 
try roads. Last winter the White 
Pass and Yukon Route Company, 
which operates a 300-mile stage line 
in winter between White Horse and 
Dawson, tried an automobile, but it 
did not prove satisfactory, as the 
automobile gauge was much wider 
‘than that of the sleds which they 
were using, and the sled track could 
not be 

The snowfall in the Yukon Basin 
between the first of October and the 
last of April—usually about two feet 
—remains on the ground until melted 
by the sun in the spring. By mid- 
winter the track is worn down in the 
snow bv these narrow-gauge sleds 
until the banks on either side are 
eighteen to twenty-four inches high, 
making it difficult if not impossible 
for a wider-gauge vehicle of any kind 
to pass over the road. 

There being no blizzards and little 
wind in winter in the Yukon Valley, 
there are no snowdrifts to contend 
with, except on timberless ridges. 
The rpads usually have low and even 
grad and were they of suitable 
width would be well suited for motor 
vehicles. These roads, or trails, were 
originally made fifteen to twenty- 


four inches wide to accommodate the
